The  nest  week,  E  got  in  touch  with 
the  local  alumnae  presidents  and  sent 
Out  a  message  through  ah  e-mail 
forum,  i  immediately  had  live  or  six 
Thetas  contact  me  with  their  own  sto¬ 
ries  of  loss  iii  the  lug  city  and  the 
homesickness  they  experienced  from 
being  away  from  their  own  sisters,  I 
met  several  for  social  events  and 
became  very  gtn>d  friends  with  a  few 
others.  What  was  amazing  about  meet¬ 
ing  all  those  women  was  that  we  had 
similar  stories  to  tell,  diverse  personal¬ 
ities,  and  senses  of  humor  that  trail  - 
seends  age.  Some  of  us  ev  en  had  Theta 
friends  in  common  or  had  visited  each 
other's  chapters! 

It  is  because  of  the  networks  Theta 
provides  on  u  national  level  that  E  am 


finally  happy  in  this  big.  cra/v  city.  I 
am  meeting  new  people  and  finding 
that  I  am  forming  a  safety  net  here  on 
die  Fast  Coast,  so  far  away  from  my 
best  friends  in  the  City  by  the  Bay. 
Saying  "Theta  for  a  lifetime"  can 
sound  horribly  cheesy,  but  in  reality, 
for  me,  it  is  a  big  thank  goodness.

I  wasn't  aware  of  this 
dubious  distinction  until  recently,  when 
I  elected  to  take  a  class  for  certification 
a>  an  emergency  medical  technician 
I  EM  T  )  Ul  the  University  of  Richmond, 

I  hadn't  given  any  thought  to  my 
age  difference  (I  am  50  and  the  father 
of  four  college -aged  adults l  to  dial  of 
the  typical  undergraduates  who  made 
up  of  die  majority  of  the  class,  until  we 
were  asked  to  choose  our  partners  for 
the  class.  These  partners  are  more  than 
just  practice  partners;  your  partner  will 
typically  be  the  one  w  ith  whom  you 
take  the  Virginia  certification  exam,  so 
it  is  important  that  you  pick  someone 
with  whom  you  will  work  comfortably. 

I  had  just  begun  to  worry  lliat  I 
would  not  have  a  partner  at  ail,  since 
most  of  the  other  students  came 
already  paired,  when  to  m\  very  pleas¬ 
ant  surprise,  I  was  introduced  by  our 
instructor  to  Miss  Katie  Buskirk. 

Katie,  who  is  one  of  your  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  sisters,  was  immediately  so 


polite,  pleasant,  and  friendly,  E  was 
relieved  and  energized  to  have  such  a 
thoughtful  and  ofrv iously  bright  young 
lady  with  whom  to  learn  and  practice 
our  l-.MT  procedures, 

The  EMT  class  breezed  by,  and 
every  time  that  Katie  and  I  were  called 
upon  to  demonstrate  a  procedure* 

Katie  w^ts  always  prepared  and  per¬ 
formed  her  tasks  in  a  professional 
manner.  One  would  have  thought  that 
she  had  been  an  EMT  for  years,  con¬ 
sidering  the  alacrity  with  which  she 
executed  each  maneuver. 

Within  days  of  our  Virginia  EMT 
certification  exam,  disaster  struck,  I 
developed  the  symptoms  classically 
ami  billed  to  stomach  cancer.  I  went 
through  a  series  of  tests  over  the  next 
two  weeks  and  ended  up  in  the  hospi¬ 
tal  for  surgery. 

To  my  relief,  the  symptoms  had 
been  caused  by  a  gall  stone  blocking  a 
bile  duct,  a  condition  that,  had  it  gone 
untreated,  would  have  destroyed  my 
liver.  However,  the  stone  was  tdund 
and  removed  without  complication  and 
I  am  well  on  the  road  to  recovery. 

While  I  was  in  the  hospital,  my 
devoted  EMT  partner,  Katie,  hud  to 
lake  the  stale  exam  on  her  own  and  go 
through  the  practical  evaluation  solo.  I 
felt  awful  about  not  being  there  for  lier. 
However,  from  all  accounts,  she  and 
my  other  classmates  did  a  line  job  on 
nil  aspects  of  the  exam. 

Today,  in  typical  fashion  for  Katie,  J 
received  a  note  from  her  that  was  full 
of  encouragement  for  me  to  get  better 
soon.  Being  thoughtful*  positive,  anil 
encouraging  of  others  to  persevere  in 
the  face  of  adversity  are  doubtless  pan 
of  Katie's  core  values;  values  that  1  am 
sure  have  been  reinforced  through  her 
association  with  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  at 
the  University  of  Richmond.  I  think 
dial  Katie  Buskirk  is  a  shining  exam¬ 
ple  of  ihc  very  best  of  our  young 
women  in  America  today. 

Miss  Buskirk' s  thought  fulness  and 
concern  for  the  well-being  of  others 
reflects  great  credit  on  her  and  on 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta  fraternity.

We  trace  the  beginning  of  the  Friendship  Fund  to  the  1924 
Grand  Convention,  when  a  young  alumna,  Rachel  Sumner

there  was  any  fund  from  which  the  Fraternity  could  aid  her.  In 
responses  committee  was  formed  and  recommended  the 
establishment  of  the  Friendship  Fund  at  the  1926  Convention;  a 
few  months  later.  Grand  Council  suggested  starting  the  fund 
through  contributions  at  Founders  Day  celebrations. 

An  important  ongoing  tradition  is  the  secrecy  surrounding 
the  giving  of  gifts  from  the  fund, Two  members  write  on  behalf 
of  a  sister,  and  the  Friendship  Fund  committee  determines  The 
award  amount. The  requesters  remain  anonymous,  and  all 
records  are  confidential. 

Today  most  contributions  to  the  Friendship  Fund  continue  to 
be  made  through  Founders  Day  gifts,  but  are  welcome  any  time 
of  the  year.

Theta  dance  cards  evoke  nostalgia

Perhaps  no  articles  in  our  archives  evoke  the  social  heyday  of  col¬ 
lege  Greek  life  more  than  dance  cards.  From  the  whimsical  or  even 
slightly  racy  to  the  elegant  and  sophisticated,  from  ihe  professional 
printed  to  the  homespun  and  handmade,  each  one  reveals  ihc  charac¬ 
ter  of  both  (he  time  and  the  chapter  or  campus  lluil  created  it. 

Dance  cards  {imlispetide  in  German)  gained  popularity  in  Europe 
in  ihe  I  S>Eh  century,  cspeeially  in  Vienna  (known  for  its  formal  baits 
and  dance  music).  The  custom  of  dance  cards  gradually  crossed  the 
Atlantic  Lind  remained  commonplace  on  American  college  campuses 
into  ihe  19-4CK  Typically,  a  woman  would  wear  her  dance  card  on 
her  wrist  or  affixed  to  her  dress,  and  each  card  had  a  small 
pencil  attached,  with  which  a  gentleman  would  request  to 
be  “penciled  inf  for  a  particular  dance.  The  cards 
I  resembling  little  booklets  or  programs >  often  listed  the 
orchestra,  chaperones,  members  of  the  sponsoring 
group,  even  the  titles  and  order  of  the  specific 
songs/ dances  to  be  played.  They  varied  in  shapes  from 
simple  booklets  to  meaningful  symbols,  such  as  kiies  or 
pledge  pins,  to  creative  miniatures  depicting  l  lie  event's 
theme,  such  as  a  record  album,  fan,  or  sailboat. 

Not  only  a  chart  to  track  social  obligations  during  the 
evening,  a  dance  card  also  served  as  a  keepsake,  a  reminder 
of  both  the  event  and  of  the  social  contacts  made  there.  We  are 
indeed  fortunate  that  so  many  examples  remain.  Looking  at  them, 
it  is  hard  not  to  feel  some  nostalgic  envy  for 
the  formality  and  etiquette  of 
a  bygone  siicial  era.

The  journey  began  last  spring  when  Bertrand,  a  huge  I  Ionic 
it  Garden  TV  I HGTV )  fan,  submitted  a  five- minute  tape  that 
highlighted  why  she  deserved  to  he  a  contestant  on  the  net¬ 
work's  popular  Star  competition — the  equivalent  of 

American  hint  lor  decorators.  As  co-owner,  with  her  husband, 
Chris,  of  Bertrand  Design,  she  had  to  her  credit  an  impressive 
portfolio  brimming  with  faux  tin i sites,  murals,  cabinetry,  art¬ 
work.  and  interior  "makeovers"  fora  range  of  residential  and 
corporate  clients.  Nonetheless,  Bertrand  waited  until  the  last 
possible  date  to  loss  her  fashionable  hut  in  the  ring.

Procrastination  paid,  Prom  a  lkLkl  of  K,GO()  entrants, 
Bertrand  was  selected  as  one  of  3ft  applicants  to  lly  to  Los 
Angeles  for  a  casting  call.  From  there,  she  landed  a  spot 
among  only  nine  Design  Shir  competitors. 

"1  joked  with  my  husband  that  I  d  he  the  llrsi  one  booted 
off  ihe  show”  Bertrand  recalls,  "So  I  looked  at  (the  experi¬ 
ence}  as  one  big  game.  3  love  design — it's  my  passion — and  I 
was  just  going  to  have  fun.” 

Throughout  five  and  one -hall"  weeks  of  intense  comped  ■ 
don,  there  were  no  calls  home  or  any  "outside"  contact  for 
the  contestants,  "When  he  didn't  hear  from  me  after  a  week, 
Chris  knew  [  was  in  it  for  the  long  haul,"  Bertrand  says. 

Her  arduous  path  included  a  weekly  design  challenge  and 
a  budget  to  create  everything  from  dining  and  living  rooms, 
to  themed  designs  from  around  the  world,  to  the  competitors' 
living  space  lor  die  season- — a  Nashville  lakehousc.  Judges 
also  narrowed  the  Held  weekly. 

The  final  challenge  combined  tenacity,  latent,  and  a  few 
tears.  Bertrand  acid  fellow  finalist  Mall  Locke,  a  Los  Angeles 
lie  signer,  were  charged  with  remodeling  kitchens,  dining 
rooms,  and  living  rooms  for  two  New  Orleans  families — 
those  of  a  firefighter  and  police  man  whose  homes  were  dam¬ 
aged  by  Hurricane  Katrina.  Their  parameters;  A  one- hoar 
consultation  with  the  families  and  a  total  of  3b  hours, 
stretched  over  four  days,  in  which  to  complete  the  renova¬ 
tion.  On  the  first  Jay,  several!  gofers  were  assigned  to  help 
her  find  supplies  ^uch  as  flooring,  granite,  and  paint.  But 
after  that.  Bertrand  was  on  her  own.

One  week  Inter.  Bertrand  saw  her  dream  become  realty.  Following  HOT  Vs 
tin  ill  “Designi  Star"  broadcast,  viewers  across  l  he  country — including  a  loyal  and 
enthusiastic  Kappa  Chapter  blue — east  Lheir  votes  for  the  series’  new  ^tar.  The  con¬ 
fetti  led  on  Bertrand, 

'1  was  prepared  to  back  away,  because  I  was  sure  (the  host  i  Give  Pearse  would 
announce  Man’s  name,"  Bertrand  recalls,  "So  when  ihe  confetti  came  down  and  I 
heard  my  name,  I  just  stood  on  stage  like  a  deer  caught  in  the  headlights. 

’I've  always  had  a  subtle  belief  in  myself,  but  this  competition  was  every  bit  as 
hard  as  it  looked.  Sometimes.  I  feel  like  Fm  still  in  shock." 

For  making  it  to  the  llnal  round,  Bertrand  and  her  competitor  each  won  $5,000  and 
a  seven-day  Caribbean  cruise.  As  the  winner.  Bertrand  also  earned  a  one-hour  special 
on  HGTV,  broadcast  on  New  Year’s  Day  and  entitled  Fkiintuwr  with  Jennifer 
ikrmmd.  A  new  IIGTV  series,  hosted  by  Bertrand  and  based  on  the  theme  of  using 
paint  as  a  cost -effective,  secret  decorating  "weapon,’’  currently  is  in  the  works. 

"I  really  love  empowering  people,  and  my  goal  is  to  present  a  show  where  they  can 
learn  and  laugh  and  not  fed  dial  they  wasted  thirty  minutes  of  their  life,"  she  says. 

The  Wonderful  World  of  Art 

Bertrand's  long  road  to  Design  Star  status,  and  a  spot  in  living  rooms  across 
America,  started  in  grade  school.  The  daughter  of  a  United  States  Air  Force  pilot, 
she  was  a  "military  brat"  whose  family  moved  every  two  to  four  years. 

"From  fourth  to  seventh  grade,  we  lived  in  Germany,’’  Bertrand  recalls,  "1  saw  so 
many  examples  of  beautifully  timeless  art  and  structures  that  had  lasted  500  years, 
and  those  experiences  influenced  how  I  fell  about  design," 

Bertrand  also  honed  an  early,  and  very  keen,  fashion  sense.  “When  3  was  in  third 
grade,  I  dreamed  of  being  a  fabulous  fashion  designer.  I  drew  outfits  for  every  day 
of  the  week.  Including  pajamas,  shoes,  and  all  the  accessories,  and  kept  them  in  a 
notebook," 

As  much  as  she  loved  her  many  different  homes,  Bertrand  also  appreciated  roots. 
And  her  grandparents’  Kansas  farm— the  one  "constant"  in  her  life — led  her  to  the 
University  of  Kansas  where  she  earned  a  bachelor  of  arts  in  education,  with  an 
emphasis  on  ceramics,  and  a  master’s  degree  in  teaching  and  leadership.  While  at 
KU,  she  also  enjoyed  the  company  of  an  unlikely  classmate. 

"My  dad  returned  to  his  alma  mater  to  earn  his  second  masters  degree  in  art 
museum  education,"  Bertrand  says,  “We  had  some  classes  together,  and  he’d  often 
loan  me  his  notes."  Since  l9*Jy.  Bertrand's  father,  Terry  Oldham,  has  served  as 
director  of  the  Albrecht- Kern  per  Museum  of  Art  in  St-  Joseph,  Mo,  Her  mother, 
Cathie  Cordova  Oldham,  who  lives  m  Mesa.  Ariz.,  is  a  sculptor  whose  artwork  is 
displayed  in  the  Ronald  Reagan  Presidential  Library. 

Following  graduation.  Bertrand  taught  elementary  school,  often  sharing  lessons  from 
the  past,  such  as  her  third-grade  fashion  notebook,  with  her  young  students.  -She  met 
Chris,  a  high  school  history  teacher  and  soccer  coach,  when  the  two  worked  as  coun¬ 
selors  at  summer  camp.  Ne\l  came  courtship,  marriage — and  business  co-ownership. 

,L1  was  approached  to  paint  a  mural  at  a  downtown  hotel  and  the  referrals  just 
built  from  there,"  says  Bertrand  of  the  serendipitous  segue  from  teacher  to  interior 
designer.  "Chris  and  E  both  felt  it  was  time  to  lake  the  risk." 

The  couple  launched  Bertrand  Designs,  headquartered  in  Olathe,  Kan.,  in  2,003, 
Together,  they  provide  artwork,  murals,  cabinetry  design,  and  faux  finishes.  In  a 
recent  interview  with  The  Olathe  AVn-.v.  Bertrand  described  their  teamwork  as  "yin 
and  yang."  adding  that  "Chris  is  the  calm,  and  I’m  the  storm.'" 

Throughout  Design  Star  competition  and  the  months  since,  her  spouse  has  held 
down  the  shop,  while  Benrantl  maneuvers  the  media  blitz.  And  despite  the  rigors  of 
travel  and  short,  sporadic  stretches  at  home,  she’s  not  inclined  to  sacrifice  either 
Bertrand  Designs  or  a  shot  at  HGTV  eclehrity-hood.

Designer  With  a  Mission 

The  concept  for  Ben  rand's  HGTV  series  exemplifies  a 
cornerstone  of  her  design  philosophy:  Creatively  simple. 

The  design  world  can  seem  a  bit  elitist,"  she  says,  "and  mv 
goal  is  to  make  it  user-friendly. 

"People  get  bored  with  their  spaces,  so  they  think  they 
need  to  buy  everything  new.  Sometimes  all  it  takes,  are  fresh 
eyes,  and  using  what  you  already  have.  The  teacher  lit  me 
wants  to  instruct  on  how  to  lake  particular  concepts  and  make 
them  flow  throughout  (he  home." 

Bertrand's  an  avid  paint  fan  and,  among  her  clientele, 
she’s  reputed  for  signature  Wall  treatments.  One  ofher 
favorite  Design  Star  challenges  was  a  multi -layered,  band- 
painted  Multan  wall  design,  which  had  the  visual  effect  of  a 
wallpapered  mural,  "The  real  beauty  was  that  it  could  he 
painted  over,"  Bertrand  says,  "Part  of  creativity  is  being  will¬ 
ing  to  make  mistakes," 

Another  component  of  creativity  is  vision.  Anything  can 
inspire  an  idea,  and  “sightings"  Lire  duly  recorded  in  Bertrand's 
ever- present  sketchbook,  "Most  creative  people  are  constantly 
thinking,"  she  says,  “and  my  mind  is  always  reeling  with  new 
ideas.  On  a  road  trip,  I  might  see  imagery  on  buildings  or  a 
pattern  on  someone's  shirt  that  prompts  an  idea.  Art  is  every¬ 
where.  from  the  ear  you  drive  to  the  clothes  you  wear

er,  but  that's  enabled  me  to  do  what  I  do." 

The  same  passion  likely  will  propel  Bertrand  to  accomplish 
even  more.  Since  clinching  Design  Star's  third-season  top 
spot,  she's  participated  in  a  holiday  design  event  at  the  Mall 
of  America  m  Minneapolis;  has  hosted  numerous  webisudes 
on  every  thing  from  making  simple  holiday  ornaments  to  refin- 
ishing  a  hutch;  and  also  has  taped  an  HGTV  Designer 
Showdown.  She"1,  featured  in  the  "Centerpiece  of  the  Month  " 
section  of  the  February  issue  nf  firry  Day  With  Ruche!  A\n 
magazine:  has  penned  an  article  for  Men's  Health  magazine 
on  design  tips  for  guys;  and  was  inters  iewed  by  The 
Washington  Post  for  a  feature  story  on  condominium  living. 

Bertrand's  also  in  the  midst  erf  a  personal  design  project — 
putting  the  finishing  touches  on  a  nursery  lor  her  first  baby, 
due  in  March. 

“My  dream  is  to  someday  co-hosl  a  show  with  Chris" 
says  Bertrand.  "Viewers  who  saw  him  on  the  finale  episode 
still  contact  me  to  ask  if  lie'll  at  least  make  a  cameo  appear¬ 
ance  on  my  show!" 

“Bui  right  now;  I'm  just  living  for  today.  It  doesn't  matter 
where  I  am  ...  as  long  as  I'm  with  my  husband  and  inspiring 
people.  I'm  happy."

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Enhancing  Alumnae/College  Interaction

While  w c  east  I  v  talk  about  'Theta  for 
a  Lifetime,"  it  can  be  difficult  to  actually 
walk  the  walk.  College  lives  are  filled 
with  activity,  and  a  world  of  possibilities 
lie  ahead;  alumnae  lives  arc  a  balance 
between  our  Theta  membership,  linni- 
li.Cs.  careers,  volunteer!  sin,  and  rnorc. 

However,  it  is  apparent  that  strong 
une ructions  between  college  and  alum¬ 
nae  chapters  arc  not  only  rewarding  to 
the  members,  but  also  syiiergKiically 
enhance  the  strength  of  each  part.  It  is 
not  mere  coincidence  that  the  college 
chapters  recognized  at  Grand 
Convention  as  Golden  Kite  chapters  so 
often  arc  complemented  by  thriving 
alumnae  chapters  in  their  areas. 

In  spring  200H.  Kappa  Alpha  Theta 
launched  a  project  to  enhance  commu¬ 
nication  and  interaction  between  alum¬ 
nae  and  college  chapters  and  to  offer 
suggestions  on  possible  new  paths  to 
explore  together  More  than  half  of  our 
alumnae  chapter  presidents  responded 
anonymously  to  an  online  survey,  shar¬ 
ing  their  thoughts  on  alumnue/colle- 
gian  interaction  and  providing  unique 
insight  into  their  experiences. 

Three-quarter*  of  alumnae  chapters 
report  they  arc  supporting  or  interacting 
with  a  college  chapter  in  some  way. 
These  alumnae  chapter  presidents  per¬ 
ceive  the  importance  of  enhancing  rela¬ 
tionships  between  college  and  alumnae 
chapters.  “Building  a  strong  relation¬ 
ship  between  the  alumnae  and  the  col¬ 
lege  chapter  is  critical  to  the  growth  and 
success  of  both  groups."  one  Theta 
alumna  said-  "We  are  in  a  period  of 
rebuilding  and  have  made  our  relation¬ 
ship  with  the  college  chapter  a  priority 

The  majority  of  chapters  that  are 
supporting  a  college  chapter  report 
interaction  linked  to  Founders  Day. 
Alumnae  chapters  report  they  are  often 
the  organizer  for  such  events,  working 
with  the  college  chapter  to  set  a  dale 
and  get  an  accurate  count  for  atten¬ 
dance;  some  chapters  find  asking  their 
members  to  try  to  intermingle  at  tables 
helps  ensure  maximum  interaction 
among  the  two  groups. 

Interaction  with  college  seniors  is  also 
a  priority  for  many  alumnae  chapters. 
Senior  celebrations  or  senior  send-off 
events  designed  to  congratulate  the 


seniors  and  provide  them  with  a  personal 
imitation  to  join  an  alumnae  chapiei 
take  many  forms.  Among  these  arc  pic¬ 
nic!?,  pit  lucks,  dessert  or  Icecream  par¬ 
ties.  or  even  a  cooking  class.  Alumnae 
often  make  use  of  the  Senior  Service 
from  the  Kappa  Alpha  Tht'W  Ramil 
Book,  and  provide  the  graduating  seniors 
with  some  type  of  small  gift  ti.e.,  key 
chain,  picture  frame,  vase.  etc.J. 

Of  the  alumnae  chapter*  that  are  not 
supporting  a  college  chapter,  geograph¬ 
ic  distance  is  the  main  challenge.  "3 
have  fond  memories  of  alumnae  being 
involved  with  my  college  chapter,  and 
wish  that  I  were  in  a  position  to  do  the 
same  fiow  as  an  alumna,’  noted  one 
respondent  from  the  Fast  Coast. 

Fortunately,  distance  is  not  an  insur¬ 
mountable  obstacle.  The  Albuquerque 
Alumnae  Chapter,  for  example,  adopt¬ 
ed  the  Bela  Delta  Chapter  at  the 
University  of  Arizona  in  Tucson,  and 
works  closely  w  ith  the  Tucson 
Alumnae  Chapter  to  providing  funding 
and  personal  notes  for  events  such  as 
initiation  and  graduation. 

Communication  is  a  cornerstone  of 
building  the  college/alumnae  chapter 
relationship.  Many  alumnae  reported 
that  the  continuing  transition  of  officers 
in  the  college  chapter  makes  it  challeng¬ 
ing  to  know  who  is  a  “point  person"  for 
discussing  support  and  event  opportuni¬ 
ties.  A  number  of  alumnae  chapters  have 
addressed  this  proactively  by  working 
closely  v  it li  the  advisory  board,  even 
inviting  a  member  of  the  advisory  board 
to  serve  as  an  alumnae  hoard  liaison  to 
help  with  communications.  Alumnae 
also  urged  the  college  women  to  lake  a 
proactive  step  to  reach  out  to  the  alum¬ 
nae  group,  perhaps  immediately  after 
Chapter  Development  Day.  to  review 
chapter  calendars  and  sei  specific  goak 
and  time  lines  for  support. 

Alumnae  and  college  women  at 
Grand  Convention  2008  in  Miami 
expressed  their  desires  to  have  greater 
interaction  between  their  groups.  With 
a  little  initiative  and  understanding  of 
the  pressures  we  all  face  at  different 
times  in  our  lives,  our  alumnae  and  col¬ 
lege  chapters  have  a  great  opportunity 
to  realize  "Theta  for  a  Lifetime"  is. 
indeed,  an  achievable  "True  Promise,"

Support 

Alumnae  arc  interacting  with  college 
women  via  a  variety  ol  activities  and 
are  providing  a  strong  based!  sup¬ 
port.  They  are  supplying  members  to 
advisory  boards  tnd  facility  corpora¬ 
tion  boards;  assisting  with  recruit¬ 
ment  and  initiation;  and  dispersing 
funds  lor  scholarships,  facCLity  gifts, 
ritual  i  lei  its  and  even  general  sup¬ 
port.  The  most  frequently  cited 
shored  events  were  Founders  Day 
(often  tied  in  with  u  scholarship  pre- 
ser'UatLon  by  die  collegians  i  ;uul 
Senior  Service  However,  there  were 
also  many  unique  ideas  Lbat  could 
easily  be  adapted.
